Among Those Killed 


Sinking Is Announced In FPouse Of Com: | 


mons By Premier King — Fraser On 
Active Service Since Start Of War 


OTTAWA, June 28.—In the performance of hazardous 
duties, the Canadian destroyer Frazer was lost in a collision 
off the mouth of the Gironde river, near Bordeaux, France, 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King announced in the House of 
Commons today. 


Of the crew 115 were rescued and 45 are dead or miss- 
ing. Of the rescued 17 were injured, one dangerously in- 
jured and one is seriously ill. 


The prime minister gave no details of the collision or 
the nature of the operations in which the Fraser was en- 
gaged, but said the loss occurred “‘in the face of the énemy.” 

The Fraser had a displacement of 1,355 tons and was 
built in 1931 and bought by the Canadian government in 
1937. 


First Canadian Naval Casualty List 


The loss provided the first Canadian naval casualty list 
from the war zone in the present war. 

The announcement recalled a previous report that a 
Canadian destroyer had participated in the evacuation of 
Canadian diplomatic officials, including Lieut.-Col. George P. 
Vanier, Canadian minister to France, from Bordeaux. 

“H.M.C.S. Fraser,” said Mr. King, “has been on active 
service since the commencement of the war when, at a few 
hours notice, she speeded, in company with another vessel of | 
H.M.C. navy, from Vancouver to the Nova Scotian coast, via 
the Panama canal. 


Ordered To Join Units Overseas 


“Since then she has seen arduous service both there and 


in the Caribbean. 
Fraser was en route when ordered to join those units of the 


R.C.N. which were proceeding overseas.” 


There are four destroyers of the Fraser type in the 
Royal Canadian Navy. Formerly known as H.MLS. Cres- 
cent, she was launched Sept. 29, 1931, and was acquired 
by Canada in 1937. Her displacement is 1,355 tons and 
she was built at Vickers-Armstrong Works, England. 


Commander Wallace B. Crerry, R.C.N., was the com- 
manding officer. 

“At the present time, for reasons of naval 
jesty’s Canadian units operating in overseas waters,” the 
prime minister said.

The military commander of French 
North Africa says he was informed by 
the Petain cabinet: “There is no question 
of abandoning to any foreign power with- 
out fighting the whole or any part of the 
territories where we are exercising sove- 
reign or protectorate rights.” 

Concurrently Rome argues that under 
the armistice terms France must demili- 
tarize her Mediterranean naval bases and 
hostilities cease in all French possessions 
and mandated territories. 

The important facts are that the 
French commander in North Africa can 
do as he pleases about it, says he intends 
to fight, and that French warships and 
airplanes have gathered at Casablanca 
with that evident and wholly commend- 
able object. Messrs. Hitler and Mussolini 
may have the argument, but Nogues ap- 
pears to have the ships and the planes, 
and the intention to use them. 


A Good Man for the Job 


—_— 


As Inspector General of units of Ac- 
tive Service Forces in western Canada, 
Major General Griesbach is given a field in 
which he will find opportunity for work of 
the highest importance, and for which he 
is excellently qualified. Never a profes- 
sional soldier, he has been always a soldier 
at heart. His record is that of a disciplin- 
arian, but a disciplinarian whose motive 
was always the fitness and well-being of 
the men under his command. Our fight- 
ing men will have to be well trained, pro- 
perly fed and taken care of, and fully 
equipped, to meet his exacting require-

His experience in the former Great 
War is of course an invaluable asset, and 
was no doubt a main factor in the Gen- 
eral’s selection for this highly responsible 
post. While this war is “different” in very 
many respects, it is still war, and the 
knowledge gained in the desperate fight- 
ing of a quarter of a century ago is the 
background against which preparations 
for the present struggle have to be car- 
ried on, It is both just to them, and in 
the highest interests of our new army, 
that men who gained distinction and dis- 
played talent for leadership in the former 
war should be called back into service 
now, 


Gaining Momentum 


it is good to learn from Lord Beaver- 
brook that Canadian-built planes are now 
reaching Britain “in a steady stream,” and 
that “These Canadian planes are very we)- 
come and satisfactory. We. have tested 
them with British planes and Canadian 
performances are more than first rate.” 

Equally gratifying is the news that 
Canadian-built warcraft are now being 
launched, well ahead of schedule, and 
that more of them will be sliding down the 
ways and going into service each week 
hereafter. 

Canada's war industries are getting in- 
to their stride, the output of nearly all 
classes of equipment and supplies being 
ahead of contract requirements. Most of 
these concerns had to start from scratch 
when war came, and the more credit is 
due them on that account. Production is 
expanding as the weeks pass, the margin 
over immediate Canadian requirements in 
some classes providing an ever-increasing 
surplus for Britain. 

The Minister of munitions states that 
“only on a few occasions” has it been nec- 
essary to bring pressure to bear on manu- 
facturers to get them to sidetrack normal 
business and put their plants at war work, 
a fact which the public should note and ap- 
preciate. 


The U. S. and the War 

Mr. Henry Ford explains that he will 
not make airplane engines for Great Bri- 
tain because to do so would bring the 
United States nearer to the war. 

He is apparently one of the rapidly 
diminishing number of those in the repub- 
lie who think their country could survive 
as an island of freedom in a world domin- 
ated by international outlaws. Whatever 
may be thought of his die-hard adherence 


to the isolationist delusion, he is not likely 
to be converted by being abused by those 
who differ with him and accuse him of 
downright anti-British motives. And the 
conversion of this ihdustrial wizard to a 
sense of present-day realities is something 
to be devoutly wished for. 


The root fact is that while Mr, Ford 
has been engrossed in making automobiles 
other people have been busy planning to 
remake the world—on lines that would be 
absolutely ruinous to him and deadly to 
the ideas of personal liberty he so much 
prizes. 

It is not a question now of the United 
States moving toward the war, or stay- 
ing away from it. The war is moving 
toward the United States, under the skill- 
ful direction of a group of predatory con- 
spirators who make no pretence at hiding 
their hatred for democracy and have un- 
dertaken to destroy — self-government 
everywhere. They are gambling with 
other men’s lives for the world and all its 
riches—and they are not overlooking the 
biggest prize in the catalogue of nations. 

To most people in the United States it 
now seems to be clear that Britain and its 
Allies are fighting its battle as well as 
their own, and that help given to them at 
this time is intelligent self-defence. If the 
proposed “1,000 planes a day” were being 
delivered to the Allies now, the United 
States could cut down its rearmament ex- 
penditures and rest in confidence that the 
war would never reach it. 


Grasshoppers are playing havoc with 
crops in a limited but fairly large area in 
south-eastern Alberta and south-western 
Saskatchewan.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 


This column in days past poked mild fun at 
that rampant and uncertain kind of patrictism 
which produced the phrase “100 per cent red- 
blooded American.” Some thousands of red- 
blooded Americans are now donating blood— 
with the red and white <crpuscles removed—as a 
serum for treatment of 
shock in Allied soldiers. 
Shock following injury is 
a major cause of death on 
the battlefield. As the serum does not have to 
be “typed” as in the case of blood transfusions, 
it can be used without loss of time in emergen- 
cies. 

The war in Spain gave opportunity to prove 
the effectiveness of a new method of treating 
wounds. Known now as the “Spanish method,” 
it was developed by two American surgeons in 
France and used in Barcelona and Catalonia. 
Russia used it with such success in the war in 
Finland that 99.5 per cent of all those wounded 
in Finland have recovered—according to a re- 
port to medical delegates at a recent conference 
in Leningrad of the Russian Communist party. 

One of the chief treatments of the “Spanish 
method” is to cleanse the wound and encase it in 
plaster of paris. Even infected wounds are said 
to be cured by the healing power of the body, 
when shielded from further infection. Another 
triumph for that greatest of healers, old Dr. 
vis medicatrix naturae,

WAS CHURCHILL for eight years till the 
SUCH A DUNCE? failure of Baldwin's and 


Chamberlain's appease- 
ment policies ended in a worse war than they 
tried to prevent. 

So many great men of affairs were dunces at 
school that interest is roused in Lady Randolph 
Churchill's statement that Winston “was a 
dunce at school, and never began to make serious 
use of his brains until he was 22 (when he went 
as war correspondent to Cuba and the Sudan).” 
A tale is told of an impatient master flinging 
down his papers in disbust and saying “What 
can one do with boys who know absolutely 
nothing?” 

To which young Churchill is said to have 
piped up, “Teach us, sir!” 

All of which suggests that Churchill was not 
a dullard, but was the kind of youngster Samuel 
Butler had in mind when he said no boy should 
be made to learn anything until he had first 
found a need for it in real life. 

Hunt for “fifth columnists” in Canada is apt 
to produce the greatest witch-hunt of modern 
days, unless people keep their reason cool. When 
reason runs down the rat hole and emotion and 
hysteria take charge, conduct runs wild. I in- 
tervened to stop a fist fight the other night (a 
risky thing to do at best) be- 
tween an indignant and 
patriotic citizen of Greek 
birth and a gentleman from 
United States who made a disparaging remark 
about Canada’s part in the war. The irony of 
it was that the gentleman from United States 
is a naturalized Canadian subject, while the man 
from Greece--who came here as a boy—had 
been refused naturalization for taking part in a 
poker game. Last night I intercepted the son of 
the ancient Greeks busily raising among his 
compatriots the price of an ambulance for the 
Red Cross. 

In Vancouver, where I am domiciled at pre- 
sent, alarm is felt by some at the growth of the 
Japanese colony. An economic problem it may 
be, but not one of patriotic fear. Alarmed at 
the reluctance of their children to learn the 
Japanese language and traditions, or to become 
interested in the Shinto faith, a number of the 
head men have brought teachers from Japan. 
Each pupil after his work in the city school, does 
another hour or two of study in the Japanese 

shool. 

The other Sunday I took a dozen Japanese 
youngsters for a day's trip on the water. Most 
of them were orphans—wards of a philamthrop- 
ically minded Japanese lady of my acquaintance. 
Some enquiring looks were directed our way 
when the pair of us went ashore followed by the 
bunch of children, 

Travelling home in the quiet of the evening 
the youngsters wanted to sing. I'd sat in at a 
24-course Japanese dinner on one Occasion, when 
the Japanese waitress between each course sat 
down with her samosen and sang songs of old

HE'S A DEAD ONE 

Little four-year-old Docky is my favorite 
preacher. The sermon that I get from him often- 
est—constantly, in truth—is upon the glory and 
power of being all alive. Every one of his capa- 
cities seems to function to the full. His alert body 
and his active mind are the first of his many 
charms.

Wings Over Germany 


“We have a very large bombing force,” said 
Mr. Churchill the other day. He was explaining 
in a matter-of-fact way what weapons Britain 
has to turn on Germany while Hitler tries his 
expected invasion of the British Isles. 

Just how large the force is, Britain is not 
saying. But the London Daily Express estimates 
the R.A.F. has dropped 100,000 bombs on Ger- 
man military targets in the last month, When 
you remember that many of those bombs weigh 
500 pounds or so, and that in all the last war 
Germany dropped 100 tons of bombs on Britain, 
you get an idea of the magnitude of operations. 
—Vancouver Sun. 


Stimson and Knox 


The consequences of President Roosevelt's 
action in taking two prominent Republicans, 
Henry L. Stimson and Frank Knox, into his 
cabinet promise to be far-reaching. 

The two appointees are men of established 
reputation and great ability. They will do a 
fine job in the departments to which they have 
been assigned. But their ability was not the 
only reason—and not the chief reason—for 
taking them into the cabinet at this time. The 
greater reason is that they have been prominent 
Republicans. 

Mr, Stimson was secretary for war under 
President Taft, governor of the Philippines un- 
der President Coolidge, and President Hoover's 
secretary of state. Mr. Knox was candidate for 
the vice-presidency at the last presidential elec- 
tion. 

By including these men in his cabinet, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who realizes that, though there 
has been no declaration, the United States is 
actually in the war, has dealt a smashing blow 
at the party sectionalism which would divide 
the nation during wartime. He has also thrown 
the whole power of influential Republicans be- 
hind himself and his government for the dura- 
tion of hostilities Vancouver Province. 


On This Date

Adolf Hitler is reported to have once said 
that it was his determination to tear up and 
destroy the treaty of Versailles in the very hall 
in which it was signed. When he expressed that 
intention the world laughed. Such a thing was 
impossible; France was strong; even Hitler could 
never defeat the French and obtain possession of 
the Palace of Versailles! 

But he has, and he is just theatricai enough to 
choose this 21st anniversary of the signing of the 
treaty in June, 1919, to bring further humiliation 
to stricken France. He is at the same time add- 
ing insult to Canada, because it is largely 
through our signature of that treaty (following 
the mighty deeds of the Canadian Army Corps) 
that we are now playing our part as full and 
complete partners in the crusade to conserve 
Christian civilization. 

Accordingly (to quote from Prof. G. M. 
Wrong) “Borden required that Canada should 
sign and her parliament ratify the Treaty of 
Versailles as a distinct nation, and not accept it 
merely as a member of the British Empire. 

Seven years later came the Statute of West- 
minster (1926) proclaiming the equality of status 
of the dominions with Great Britain, and this 
has now been crowned by the yisit to Canada 
of the reigning sovereign as the King of Canada. 
Sir Robert Borden’s name does not appear on the 
treaty; he had to come home to settle political 
differences here, but when C. J. Doheriy signed 
for Canada he signed in the place and stead of 
Sir Robert, whose ngme is absent, but whose 
share in that instrument must live forever. 


A WORD TO WOMEN 


LONDON—Calling women to cqnserve Bri- 
tain’s resources, a manifesto entitled, “Women 
and the Home Front” has been issued here this 
week as the first step in a campaign to eliminate 
waste, gossip and hoarding. 

Seeking to apply the spirit of moral rearma- 
ment to their housekeeping by making the best 
possible use of money and materials, lady 
mayoresses of 190 cities, inciuding Bristol, Bel- 
fast, Hull, Leeds, Leicester, Newcastle, Notting- 
ham, Portsmouth, Sheffield and York, and many 
distinguished women, including Lady Elphin- 
stone, sister of Queen Elizabeth; Lady David- 
son, M.P., and Lady Snowden, issued this mani- 
festo simultaneously in Britain and France. One 
hundred and fifty thousand copies have already 
been distributed through homes, women's 
organizations, factories and shops. 

“In this spirit,” they claim, “we can fight to 
conquer the fear, greed and selfishness which 


are the ultimate causes of war itself. Such a 
Spirit cannot be rationed. It is as vital a need 
as our daily bread, if we are to build up a 


world where we and our children can rejoice 
in the freedom and fulness of life.” 

The determinations to which all women are 
being called are 

“To carry out the spirit as well as the letter 
of regulations with regard to buying 

“To consider the needs of others and refrain 
from selfish hoarding 

“To make frank inquiries if we are puzzied 
by a rise in price, instead of suspecting 
profiteering and gossiping about it 

“To co-operate with our trades-people by 
paying bills promptly. 

“To recognize difficulties caused by shortage 
of staff; to wait patiently for our turn and 
choose quickly when it comes, 

“To take pride in thrift; to remember that 
many of our daily necessitates are brought from 
overseas at the peril of men’s lives, and to see 
that nothing is wasted or carelessly used. 

“We believe that the women of Britain 
have a special responsibility in’ applying this 
spirit of moral rearmament to the daily life of 
the country. As an immediate step we reed to 
make the best use of money and materials. 
Knowing that 70 per cent of the nation’s shop- 
ping is done by women, we can begin by accept- 
ing the responsibility that lies on our side of 
the counter.”
